The inventions described in claims 1-23 are inventions for a "relative position infonnation 
correction device" or "relative position infonnation correction method". 

The inventions described in claims 24-34 are inventions for a "shape vector generation device 
or "shape vector generation method". 

When we compare the two groups of inventions above, the inventions of claims 1 -23 possess 
an mventive concept of obtaining the total shape vector length through two different means, and 
correcting the relative position infonnation at the time of event's occurrence based on total shape 
vector lengths that were obtained through each means, while the inventions of claims 24-34 possess an 
inventive concept of genei-ating or correcting the shape vector. As a result, the inventions described in 
claims 1-34 do not appear to possess a general inventive concept; thus they do not satisfy the 
requiremoit of unity of invention.
